5. Col. White’s reply was that the Agency was not in th. i 
building business. Although we would be happy to assist the County 
at any time in presenting the factual position, we could not lobby 
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for roads. As for requesting funds at this time, we already have 
our authorisation and are going in oc nr for appropriations . If we 
wanted to increase the total auaount at this time we would have to 
go hack and get a asm or increased authorisation* Thle would he 
time-consuming and since there are other areas still interested in 
getting CIA, it might result la delaying our appropriation beyond 
this year. It was further pointed out to Mr. Freehill that although 
CIA might aggravate certain traffic problems in the County, it was 
not solely responsible for thca; and therefore, neither it nor the 
Federal Government should be solely responsible for the total necessary 
road improvements . 

6* Although the entire conversation was most tactfully conducted 
on both sides, Mr. Freehill *s viewpoint boiled down to this: the 
County needs the roads; CIA’s moving to Langley makes us at least 
partially responsible for accelerating the need; CIA should therefore- 
request Congress for additional funds; if we don’t, the County will 
be forced to make a representation to the Congress.
